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MUSCLE SHOALS 


It is an encouraging sign of the willingness of congress to get 
down to business that the house has moved to advance consideration 
of ‘the Muscle Shoals leasing bill. In view of that attitude, the 
senate should break precedent if necessary in order to get propon- 
ents of the measure on the conference committec. 

_ Muscle Shoals is about to pass from the field of politics, ii 
seems, and it is of interest to recapitulate its history. 

_ There has been enough talk'and comment about Muscle Shoals 
during the last two years to confuse most people, Here is the whole 
story in a nut shell: 

Just before the United States cntered the World war, it was 
realized by authorities that there was an inadequate supply of nitro- 
gen for fertilizer purposes. The national defense act of 1916 
authorized the president to select a dam site and build an air 
nitrogen plant for the purpose of making air nitrogen for making 
powder in case of war and furnishing fertilizer in time of peace. 
The act appropriated $20,000,000. . 

* Under that act President Wilson selected Muscle Shoals as the 
site. Portions of the $20,000,000 and other sums’ turned over to 
the president, were allocated for the construction of nitrate plant 
No. 1; and after the war a portion was allocated for the building 
of ‘dam No. 2. 

.. The government has invested in Muscle Shoals about $80,000,- 
000 outside dam No. 2; and when completed dam No. 2 will cost 
about-$45,000,000 more. 

Henry Ford’s proposition was before congress some time with- 
out acceptance; when Mr. Ford withdrew it. Senator Norris then 
presented a bill providing in substance for the government operation 
of the whole enterprise. This was offered as a substitute for the 
Ford proposition. In the meantime the ordinance bureau of the| 
war depariment prepared a bill providing for a corporation to 
operate the plants. That bill passed the senate but failed of pass-| 
age in the house. That bill was followed by another making an 
appropriation of $10,000,000 to complete dam No. 2. That has 
aes the senate but the house refused to accept it. A few. 
yéars ago congress changed its mind and appropriated enough 
‘money to finish dam No. 2 and it will be completed by next July. 

, ~ The Norris bill provides for government completion of dam 
No. 2 and the establishment of great reservoir dams for the de- 
velopment of electric power. The bill created a government 
corporation to develop power; and turns over to the department 
of agriculture the making of nitrogen for defense and for fertilizer. 
The bill provides for further investigation in the matter of produc- 
ing nitrate’ from air, which thus far has not proved a success. 

, The Underwood plan, modified to meet the suggestions of the 
war department and the president, provides for leasing within a 
‘¢asonable time, and if no lessee is found by Juty Ist next willing 
t@ pay. the government four per cent on all government money in- 
key and produce 40,000 tons of nitrogen annually, then a govern- 

nt corporation is to be organized, with five directors, all stock to 

be owned by the government. The corporation must produce 40,- 

tons of nitrogen annually for fertilizer, which is equal to about 
250,000 tons of Chilean saltpeter, or about 2,000,000 tons of or- 
dinary fertilizer used by the farmers. 

' The south and the east supports the Underwood bill, while the 
west leans toward the Norris bill. The south has enlisted the east 
to get its capital. The east is looking for good investment and 
for national defense. 

: The biggest chance for the Underwood bill lies in the sup-
